A "Citizen" is evidently disgusted 


with the expensive niaurjer iu which 
governmental affairs i're conducted iu 
Nevada, and gives utterance to his feel- 
ings in one of the Carson papers.

aays: 


Just think of the voting population 


of the State of Ngvada! 
If 1 am cor- 


rectly informed it is less than 17,000. 
At least one-half the voters pay no 
taxes on real estate. Eight thousand 
voters represent the solid interests, n 
we have any, of Nevada. Think of our 
State Government expanses, and com- 
pare the same with the other States of 
the Union! You can see at once why 
nine-tenths of th<s seventeen thousand 
TOters are either iu want or suffering 
under a most gloomy outlook. To gov- 
ern the population of Nevada it costs 
$1,000 per month for the Governor's 
office with incidentals; $050 par month 
for the Controller's office; $650 per 
month for our big Treasurer with his 
aids aud incidentals; $100 for the At- 
torney General; $250 for the State 
Superintendent of Public instruction, 
etc. 
Look at the Legislative expenses 


for the biennial bessiou, inclusive of 
mileage and numberless attaches. 
Per 


diem from $5 to $10 per day, for the 
purpose of making still poorer luvs 
than wa have for tbe people! Saddle 
this burden on the eight thousand re- 
spousiblo taxpayers, aucl where do we 
hind? Tins is a serious and pressing 
qui'htiou. 
Our Legislature ought, but 


probably will not t-ouaider those things. 
I, for one, say that we must do nwtiy 
with the expensive systems of Stute uud 
county government under which \ve 
now groan aud actually suffer. 
Every 


superfluous office or sinecure must be 
abolished, or else we cannot weather 
the storm of adversity under which we 
are now struggling. There is not a 
State 
officer now diawing his salary 


who is uot under obligation to provid* 
to the best of his ability the ways and 
means for reducing to its minimum our 
State annual expenditure. Let us see 
which Legislator or officer dare further 
oppress this people! 


Ooltl ami Sliver Production. 


The second edition of the .compendi- 


um of ihe census will be published in. a 
few days. From advance sheets it ap- 
pears that the total production of gold 
for the census year was $33,600,663, 
and of silver $47,170,957. 
The reporl 


states that, in addition to the returns 
received directly from the miners, there 
are several minor points to be iucludec 
iu the total yield. A larger item than it 
is usually considered to be ia the annua 
handling of rich specimens. This is 
uot accounted for in the mine produc 
tions as reported, while it is impossible 
to state the actual amount absorbed 
with any degree of precision. 
A. care- 


ful estimate would place tho value o) 
gold nuggets and ore annually added to 
the cabinets of collections at not less 
than $150,000, and that of silver ore at 
about $50,000. 


This in view of a great number of 


mineral collections maintained through- 
yut the mining territory isjcertainly not 
an overestimate. 
There is quite an ex- 


tensive manufacture of gold quartz into 
jewelry and souveniis," particularly in 
San Francisco. The value of tho gold 
so absorbed probably does not 
full 


short of $50,000'annually. In 1870 the 
United States Mining Commissioner 
estimated thc4 amouut of gold hoarded 
as specimens or worked up by local 
jewelers at $4.0,OOQ. The same author- 
ity estimated tho annual loss of gold 
dast iu handling as currency at $100,- 
000, but the practice of using dust for 
money has almost disappeared and the 
amount so lost is now very small. 
An- 


other indefinite quantity ia the value of 
the precious metal lost in melting, as- 
saying, etc. 


A study of the relation of production 


to population develops sjmo curious 
figures, ranging from an average of oiao 
mill per capita in Nevada, the interven- 
ing series indicating with great precision 
to what extent mining is a factor of 
wealth. In several localities the pro- 
duct per square milo varies from one 
cent in tho case of Alaska, to $18,520 in 
that of Colorado, tha immediate average 
forming another standard of developed 
mineral resources, so far as the precious 
metals are concerned, from a different 
point of view, roughly corresponding to 
that of the relation of production to 
population. 


The leading mining States are Colo- 


rado, California and Nevada, followed 
by the Territories of Utah, Montana, 
Dakota, Arizona and Idaho, in the order 
named. The proportionate amounts of 
gold and silver furnished by each vary 
greatly. Thus, while Colorado furnishes 
40 per cent, of all the silver in the 
i 


United SSates, it yielded but 8 per cent, 
of the gold. 
California, on the other 


hand, is the source of over half the gold 
yield aud less than 3 per cent, of the 
silver. 
A similar divergence is ob- 


served iu other portions of the mining 
region, the two preciousj metals occur- 
ring slue by pide, but often in widely 
disproportionate quantities.

ering many thousands of acres with 
their herds in Wyoming, Utah and 
Idaho. 


A. H. Swan, of Swan Bros., has just 


roeeivod a cablegram from parties in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, who has been ne- 
gotiating the largest transaction for 
many years in this trade, requesting 
him to come immediately, with full 
power to close the bargain. He will 
sail next week. This sale is a transfer 
of (>7,000 head of cattle and a few hun- 
dred horses, the consideration being 
$2,500,000. 
The cattle were sold at n 


valuation of $35 per head, including 
calves, yearlings aud upwards, from 
which the enormous rise in cattle dur- 
ing the past twelve months may be un- 
derstood, their value a year ago being 
only §20 to $22. 


While traveling from Chicago to the 


Pacific Coast last week your correspon- 
dent was informed by a fellow traveler,

It was stated, on authority, in the 


Bee February 20th, that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company would build 
a railroad from Berenda, Fresno county, 
to a point near the Yogemite Valley, in 
time for the travel this season. It had 
been determined to begin construction 
at once, and a supply of horses and 
carts had been ordered to begin work 
there. Berenda Is 83 miles from La- 
throp, and 7 miles nearer that place than 
Madera is. The terminal point was to 
have 'been 75 miles from Berenda, on 
the Southern Pacific, and only about 25 
milta from the Talley, making the dis- 
tance to go by stage a yery short ride. 
The road to have been built before Sum- 
mer, but it would take a much longer 
time to extend it over the lofty moun- 
tains to the' valley. 
It has been defi- 


nitely settled, however, that the road 
will not be constructed—at least for tha 
present—and already orders have been 
issued for the workmen, who had been 
sent to the front, to return. The cause 
for this change is stated to be tha hos- 
tility displayed in Legislature and Com- 
mission towards railroad enterprises. 
The latter body has at pr'eseBt before it 
certain proposed alterations in charges 
and other propositions inimical to a 
profitable or expense-paying operation 
of a road of this character. The order 
to stop all work and for the return of 
the laborers is imperative. 


Jlmnortiiiit Defert linnet 


The Commissioner of the General 


Laud Office in a letter to the Register 
and Receiver of the U. S. Land Office 
at Bodie, under date of January 24, 
1883, states that witnesses who testify 
for the applicant in making final pi oof 
in desert land entries, are required 
under the regulations of the General 
Laud Office to appear iu person before 
the Register and Receiver. Their testi- 
mony cannot be taken before tho clerk 
of a Court of record, as can be done in 
making final proof in homestead and 
pre-emption entries. This regulation is 
a very inconvenient and expensive one 
for claimants residing nt a distance from 
the land office, and ought to be abol- 
ished.
